Let us discard Hot Blooded, Warm Blooded 
and Cold Blooded. These may have had merit a 
decade or so ago before selective breeding re¬ 
sulted in superior animals all along the line of 
breeds. Who now would claim: Thoroughbreds 
are ’’Hot” and therefore not suited to Hunting, 
Jumping, Pleasure Riding, Polo and Showing. 
Standardbreds are only “warm” and therefore 
not in the same league with Thoroughbreds. 
Percherons are only “cold” hence not to be men¬ 
tioned in the same breath with Standardbreds 
and Thoroughbreds. 

Let us discard “The Trots” or “The Trotters” 
and correctly refer to such, as: Harness Racing 
or Harness Races. Nowadays, such racing is con¬ 
stituted of about 10% of diagonally gaited 
TROTTERS and 90% of laterally gaited 
PACERS. To meet the demands of on gait per¬ 
formance of Pari-Mutuel Racing, some 98% of 
these latter race in hobbles and are referred to as 
hobbled pacers. 

Let us discard the reference to “Piebalds” and 
“Skewbalds” as colors as they are now markings. 
Potentially, any breed may produce animals with 
bald faces (white heads); a glass eye or eyes; a 
spot or two on the body; and, one or more white 
feet and legs—those with black bodies are PIE¬ 
BALDS and those with bodies of any other color 
are SKEWBALDS.

T he day after the August 14 running of 
the Jim Dandy Stakes at Saratoga, in which 
William Haggin Perry s Knightly Manner fin¬ 
ished a close third to * Malicious and Quad¬ 
rangle, Mrs. Henry Obre, of Monkton, an¬ 
nounced her purchase of the 3-year-old son 
of Round Table—Courtesy, by *Nasrullah. 

As the most distinguished member of the 
worlds leading money-winner’s first crop, 
Knightly Manner is ultimately destined for 
stud duty in Maryland, where he will see serv¬ 
ice at Merryland Farm, Hydes. 

In five days’ time and with some well-placed 
telephone calls, Paul Fout, of Middleburg, Va., 
had completed the syndication of Knightly 
Manner for Mrs. Obre. 

Syndication plans called for Mrs. Obre to re¬ 
tain ten shares in the colt, and the selling of 
the remaining 20 shares at $12,000 per copy. 

Quick to jump on the Knightly Manner 
bandwagon were Bruce S. Campbell, former 
president of the Maryland Horse Breeders’ 
Association, and Peter Jay, current prexy of the 
same organization. 

A regulation in several states requires that 
no syndicate-owned horse may have more than 
ten shareholders. 

Of course, there will be no such restriction 
when Knightly Manner goes to stud, but, when 
competing as a race horse, he must have a 
limited list of owners. 

It had been Mrs. Obre’s intention for some

time to obtain a top stallion for Merryland 
Farm, and one gathers that her quest for prime 
potential progenitors will not stop now that 
Knightly Manner is safely in the fold. At pres¬ 
ent, four stallions will stand at Merryland in 
1965 under the management of Michael Wet- 
tach and Mrs. Betty Miller: Flaming Fleet, 
Call the Witness, *Westorkan, and *Sebring. 

There is no indication yet as to when Knight¬ 
ly Manner will go to stud. Mrs. Obre and 
other syndicate members hope that the colt will 
race another season or two—^perhaps even 
long enough to win himself out. 

And, remembering the steady improvement 
of his sire, Knightly Manner seems capable of 
doing just that. Round Table, it will be re¬ 
called, won over $1,000,000 as a 4 and 5-year- 
old. Knightly Manner is only 3 and still improv¬ 
ing. 

Clearly showing the influence of his paternal 
grandsire, *Princequillo, Knightly Manner is at 
his best over a distance of ground. 

Providing he remains sound, he should make 
an impression of considerable magnitude in 
the handicap division next year. 

Merryland Farm, originated as a Thorough¬ 
bred nursery by William Elder, was purchased 
from the estate of Danny Shea several years 
ago by Mrs. Obre for her son, Michael Wet- 
tach. The property embraces 250 acres and 
offers complete facilities for breeding, break¬ 
ing and training Thoroughbreds.

the present two-stall stallion barn are in the 
blueprint stage, and the enlarged structure is 
slated for completion before the advent of the 
1965 breeding season. 

Knightly Manner should be well known to 
Maryland racing fans, many of whom witnessed 
his victories in the Chesapeake Stakes at Laurel 
and the Preakness Prep at Pimlico. A medium¬ 
sized bay of good bone and substance, the colt 
ranks among the leaders of his generation, 
having won the Chesapeake and Choice Stakes 
and the Lamplighter Handicap. 

At Saratoga, prior to his being shipped to 
Rockingham Park for the Sweeps Trial and 
the $125,000 New Hampshire Sweepstakes, 
Knightly Manner showed a career total of 20 


starts, 7 victories, 6 seconds, and 2 thirds, with 
earnings of $141,457. 

Receiving only brief indoctrination as a 2- 
year-old, the Claiborne Farm-bred son of Round 
Table ran second and third in two starts. This 
year, at 3, he has comported himself well, rac¬ 
ing in the East and West against the best of 
his division. 

On the West Coast he finished second to Hill 
Rise in the Santa Anita Derby, and later, gained 
his initial stakes win by nosing out Calumet 
Farm s Kentucky Jug in the Chesapeake Stakes. 
He then won the Preakness Prep, and finished 
fourth to Roman Brother in the Jersey Derby. 

The William Haggin Perry-owned colt then 
moved to Delaware to essay the Kent. Ken-

tucky Jug evened the score on the Perry colt in 
this latter race, as Knightly Manner finished 
second, beaten three-quarters of a length. 
Forced wide in the Leonard Richards, he fin¬ 
ished sixth as Sheldrake carried the day. He 
then showed his liking for a mile and a six¬ 
teenth at Monmouth by winning the Lamp¬ 
lighter on a fast track, and the Choice in the 
mud. 

An excellent mudder, he turned in what 
may be considered his best performance in the 
$75,000-added Travers Stakes at Saratoga, 
wherein he hung in the final strides after 
closing to within a half-length of the Belmont 
Stakes winner. Quadrangle. Carrying the pur- 
ple-and white silks of Mrs. Obre for the first 
time, he closed through the lane to overhaul 
the pace-setting Hill Rise, to whom he was in 
receipt of three pounds. 

Whereas Jim Maloney, whose most recent 
development was the ill-fated Bold Ruler filly 
Lamb Chop, trained Knightly Manner for Mr. 
Perry, Kenny Field assumed responsibility for 
his conditioning following purchase by Mrs. 
Obre. Field has successfully completed the 
transition from riding to training Thorough¬ 
breds. As a chase jockey, he was one of the 
best and until only recently would ride his 
trainees in their hunts engagements. 

Since taking over Mrs. Obre’s horses. Field 
has done quite well, both through the field 
and over the flat. The stable is about evenly 
divided between jumpers and flat horses. 

Mrs. Obre, the former Barbara Guggenheim 
(and thus a cousin of Captain Harry F. Gug¬ 
genheim, master of Cain Hoy Stable), has 
been a patron of the sport for 26 years. She 
maintains 750-acre Andor Farm in Monkton, a 
10,000-acre plantation at Yemassee, S. C, and 
a 3,500-acre ranch in the Shotgun Valley of 
Idaho. 

Mrs. Obres first love is through-the-field 
racing, largely because of her background in 
the show ring and hunting field. One-time 
owner of the 1956 Maryland Hunt Cup winner 
*Lancrel, she has campaigned such good 
jumpers as *Xapcourt, *Coup de Vite, and 
others. Her first stakes victory on the flat 
was in 1956 at Pimlico when Golden Admiral 
won the Baltimore Spring Handicap. It was 
Hunter s Rock, however, who gave the sports¬ 
woman her most notable victory, when the 
Maryland-bred won the Dixie Handicap in 
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1961, defeating Shield Bearer and Art Market, 
among others. 

While it has not been the case with Knight¬ 
ly Manner, all of the Obre-Wettach horses 
trained by Kenny Field are schooled over the 
jumps, including the stakes-winning Lucky 
Turn. At his disposal at Merryland, Field has a 
five-eighths-mile training track, though in re¬ 
cent years the stable has wintered at Yemassee. 

Although syndicated. Knightly Manner will 
continue to race under the silks and manage¬ 
ment of Mrs. Obre. In addition to his Sweep- 
stakes engagement at Rockingham, he is staked 
for the Lawrence Realization, and the colt 
has also been invited to the United Na¬ 
tions. The son of Round Table—Courtesy 
has impressed many observers as a colt that 
has his best racing in front of him. 

By the sire of Duel and the English classic 
winner Baldric, Knightly Manner was foaled 
February 6, 1961 at Claiborne Farm, Paris, 
Kenuicky. His dam. Courtesy, placed in three 
stakes prior to her retirement as a broodmare 
in 1956. As a 2-year-old she was second in the 
Rancocas and Polly Drummond and the fol¬ 
lowing year was runner-up in the Ashland.

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Kent Miller 
Returns 

To Maryland 

Elkridge's 
Owner-Trainer 
Will Manage 
Long Green 
Training 
Center

K ent miller, the man who owned and 
trained one of the greatest horses ever 
bred in Maryland, has been appointed man¬ 
ager of the old Three Cousins Farm which 
now operates under the name of the Long 
Green Training Center. 

Harry Kalish, a Philadelphia attorney, re¬ 
cently purchased the 135-acre farm from Bliss 
Flaccus, and, although the settlement on the 
property won’t occur until November, Mr. 
Kalish has already moved in 50 head of his 
own Ada K Stable horses. 

Work on the training track is progressing 
rapidly, and the barns and fences are all being 
doused with paint. 

In charge of the remodeling program is Kent 
Miller, the man who purchased Elkridge in 
1941 and developed him into the world’s great¬ 
est money-winning steeplechaser. 

Elkridge, a son of Mate and Best By Test, 
was bred in Maryland by Joseph F. Flanagan. 
When retired in 1951, Elkridge had earned 
$235,225—an earnings mark later surpassed 
only by the great steeplechaser Neji who ac¬ 
counted for $271,956. 

Since that fabulous run of luck with Elk¬ 
ridge (and, later. War Battle, a $3,000 buy 
who earned over $90,000 as a steeplechaser), 
Miller has had lean days as an owner-trainer. 

‘1 gave up the tracks about a year and a 
half ago,” says Kent. ”I had two horses in New 
England, but they weren’t earning enough to 
make it worthwhile.” 

Today Mr. Miller has a small cottage at the 
Long Green Training Center which he shares 
with his 24-year-old son, Kent, Jr. 

Young Kent, a dedicated horseman like his 
father, is both exercise boy and an all-purpose 
Johnny-on-the-spot. As might be imagined, he 
is his father’s right hand man. 

”It’s wonderful,” says Mr. Miller, ”to be 
back in Maryland. I don’t have any idea of 
ever going to the tracks as an owner-trainer. 
Farm life suits me perfectly. If I can just help 
Mr. Kalish develop this place into a first-class 
operation, I’ll be perfectly happy.” 

Now 54 years old, Kent is still as lean and 
handsome as when Elkridge was in his prime. 
But the old horse is no longer among the 
living. ”I had to put him down on December 
20 ,” says Kent. ’’He was 25 years old, and his 
kidneys had worn out.” 

Kent, a grandson of the famous newspaper 
editor and publisher Henry Watterson, began 
his race track career in 1941 with the purchase 
of Elkridge. 
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’’He was the first horse I ever owned,” re¬ 
calls the native of Louisville, Ky. ”1 don’t know 
exactly how I came to buy him, or, for that 
matter, why 1 decided to get into the horse 
business. 

"It was the previous year (1940) that I left 
Louisville with my wife and three of my chil¬ 
dren. The fourth, Mimi, hadn’t been born then. 

"We had no destination. My wife, Theodora, 
drove the car and I followed in a truck with 
all our furniture. We were headed nowhere in 
particular. 

"In a few weeks we were in Sarasota, Florida. 
That was where I picked up a hitchhiker. 1 
stopped for him because I was tired of driving. 

"Turned out he was a professional boxer, 
and he was hitchhiking to Charleston, South 
Carolina, where he had a fight scheduled. 

"Well, we got to talking, and I decided to 
j be his manager. 

"We took him to Charleston, and he won 
the fight. We found out that South Carolina 
I was a nice place to live, so we bought a lot 

'I in Aiken and built a house. 

; "The next spring I decided I wanted to own 

a jumper. I went to Pimlico where they were 
auctioning the horses owned by the estate of 
Thomas Hitchcock. 

"I had had absolutely no experience with 
horses. The only time I had ever been to the 
races was at Churchill Downs on Derby Day. 

"When I got to Pimlico I decided to buy 
Bridlespur. But when I looked at him I didn’t 
like him. He was a little scarred up from 
a recent spill. I guess that’s what steered me 
off him. 

"But Elkridge (who had won one race) 
struck my eye. I liked him and decided to 
bid on him. I got him for $7,000. 

"When the horses came out of the auction 
ring, the groom handed the shank to me. 
Frankly, I was so green I had no idea what 
to do with him. 

"He was feeling real good, and I had a devil 
of a time holding on. He was dragging me 
all over the infield when a boy who worked 
for Oleg Dubassof asked me if he could help 
me. 

"I gave him that shank real quick. The boy 
put him in one of Mr. Dubassof’s stalls, and 
then I made plans to ship him. 

"I remember we took him down to the 
railroad at Mount Washington that night. It 
was dark as the devil, and I had no idea about 
what was right and wrong. 
i "I just led old Elkridge up a ramp and 

there was this hole between the ramp and the

railroad car. Elkridge took one look at it and 
jumped aboard. In an hour or so he was headed 
for Aiken. 

“That proved he was a jumper. In fact, 
he knew a lot more about it than I did. 

“The following spring I brought him back 
to Pimlico for his first start in my colors. He 
had only won one race and was eligible for 
everything except a maiden race. But I was 
thinking big. I ran him first time out in the 
Jervis Spencer Handicap. He got beat about 
a hundred lengths. 

“My second start with him was the Inter¬ 
national Handicap at Belmont. He only lost 
that one by fifty lengths, so I knew we were 
improving.” 

And improve Elkridge did. During Kent’s 
first season with the horse, Elkridge earned 
$28,800, making him the top money-winning 
jumper of the 1942 season. 

Elkridge raced for eleven consecutive sea¬ 
sons (from 3 years to 13) and is the only 
horse in this country ever to have won the 
same stakes five different times. He accom¬ 
plished this feat in Delaware Park’s Indian 


River, scoring in 1942, 1945, 1948, 1949 and 
1950. 

Through all of these great years Kent Miller 
lived with his horse. 

War Battle, a top chaser in his own right, 
came and went, and Elkridge kept right on 
winning. 

Now that he’s older, wiser and more reflec¬ 
tive, Kent looks back on that halcyon era with 
fond remembrances. 

“It’s funny the things that stand out in your 
mind over the years,” he remarked. “I remem¬ 
ber Elkridge was going in the Indian River 
at Delaware one year, and another owner in¬ 
vited me to lunch in the clubhouse. 

“This owner had her trainer with her.

“Well, when the lunch was over the owner 
and trainer got into a big hassle. They were 
arguing about whether to leave the waiter a 
one-dollar tip or a 40-cent tip, which was 
what the owner suggested.” 

Asked how he explained his ability to get 
such great performances from horses like Elk¬ 
ridge and War Battle, Kent denied that it 
was of his doing. He said the credit belonged 
to the horses, not himself. 

“I’ve been with horses for almost 25 years 
now,” said Kent, “and I’ve never been able 
to understand them. I just love to be around 
them, that’s all.”

Ron Witmer: A Rider With Class

The door separating the jockeys’ quarters 
from the Racing Secretary’s office swung op^n 
and a strikingly slender 19-year-old lad with 
candid blue eyes and blond hair came through. 
He immediately slid into the swivel-chair which 
only seconds before had been vacated by the 
racing secretary, John Turner. The boy was 
Ronald Witmer. He was bothered by some 
complicated problems which were keeping him 
on the ground. 

In fact, when he left Charles Town to come 
to the Marlboro race track, he had compiled a 
remarkable record. Being somewhat over-zealous 
to ride his mounts to win, he had been “set- 
down” 20 of the 45 days of racing at that West 
Virginia track, yet he concluded his riding en¬ 
gagements there with 44 winners and was lead¬ 
ing rider of the meeting. 

The suspension carried him through three 
days of the Marlboro meeting when it opened 
August 3. He had won his first race at Shenan¬ 
doah Downs on April 29 and up to this point 
had ridden 60 winners. His riding successes 
were now drawing attention. And owners began 
to look into his riding contract to see who 
owned it. 

Contract entanglements brought Jockey Wit¬ 
mer more days on the ground. And in the un¬ 
raveling of them the career of Ronnie Witmer 
becomes an interesting one. 
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The heritage of riding races was left to Ron¬ 
nie by his father, George (Pappy) Witmer who 
was killed in a spill at Timonium sixteen years 
ago. His youngest son was then three years old. 

The widowed mother. Pearl Weaver Witmer, 
of Funkstown, Maryland, was left with the re¬ 
sponsibility of two boys, and it was quite natural 
they should follow the father’s interest. 

“My mother was emphatic that I should finish 
school, so I graduated last year at the Boonsboro 
High School—and I thank her for insisting 
upon it,” Ronnie said in a manner of great re¬ 
spect. 

His beginning: “During school vacations I 
followed my older brother George, who was 
then working for stables at the New England 
tracks. There I walked hots and learned to ride 
on the stable pony. When I got to know the 
feel of a horse’s mouth—the one thought had 
kept going through my mind—to be a top¬ 
flight rider like HARTACK. He started his 
name on the up at Charles Town. 

“I’m sure I know now how to ride a horse, 
and how to rate one,” Ronnie said with assur¬ 
ance. “Everyone improves with experience, and 
I realize the ’head’ is as important as ’the seat’ 
and ’hands.’ I’m determined to improve as 
much as I possibly can.” 

Michael Knapp of Nowell, Massachusetts, 
brought Ronald Witmer out at the Green 
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Mountain Race Track in Vermont, and later 
sold his contract to Paul Allis. From Allis, Wit- 
mer came to West Virginia, where his contract 
was purchased by Alfred Williams. Then there 
were some leases involved. 

A. W. (Snooks) Winters, steward represent¬ 
ing the Racing Commission at Charles Town, 
discovered the boy’s contract and leases were 
not legally acceptable. Winters also knew more 
and more complications would arise as time 
went on, so he ordered the boy not to ride 
again until such papers were made bona fide. 

The time it took to straighten his legal mat¬ 
ters cost Witmer nearly a week of the 18 days 
at Marlboro. Nevertheless, he tied with Edward 
Donally for second place in the jockey standings. 

Having won the Western Maryland Handi¬ 
cap at Timonium early in the meeting on Sea 
Sand (a very difficult horse to rate) the boy 


seemed to ’’hold hard” to his expectations. Yet, 
a few days later, two horses went down at 
Timonium. Could fate be again calling the 
shots for Jockey Witmer? Bobby Corle and 
Witmer were removed from the track in ambu¬ 
lances. At Bon Secours Hospital, Dr. Sullivan, 
resident surgeon, found nothing more than bad 
bruises for Jockey Witmer, and he was driven 
back to Timonium. 

Donelson Christmas, who presently holds the 
boy’s contract, suggested to Ronnie that he take 
a few days off. ”No,” he replied, “I’ll be all 
right. I want to be leading rider at Timonium.” 

But Jockey Ronald Witmer is not thinking of 
honors only for himself. Before ending this 
interview he said: "Whatever credit comes to 
me, I want everybody to know most of it 
should go to my mother and my step-father, 
Richard Ridenour. I have a swell step-father. 
The best dad any boy ever had.” 


No Sale Pending For Sagamore Farm

There are no plans for selling or commer¬ 
cializing Sagamore Farm and the beautiful 
Worthington Valley estate will continue to 
operate as a private Thoroughbred-breeding 
enterprise just as it has for the last thirty years. 

This statement from Alfred Gwynne Vander¬ 
bilt, who acquired Sagamore in 1934 and has 
made it the top breeding and training farm 
for Thoroughbreds east of Kentucky, should 
squelch all rumors that the 582-acre farm has 
been put on the market. 

"I’m not interested in selling Sagamore and 
have never put anything but a ridiculously-high 
price on it when anyone fancied they would like 
to own it and insisted there must be a price no 
matter how high,” Mr. Vanderbilt said. 

"Was that the case when Bruce Campbell and 
James Keelty met you at Aqueduct to discuss the 
possibility of buying Sagamore and syndicating 
the farm?,” he was asked. 

"Yes, I would say so,” Vanderbilt replied. "1 
told them I have no desire to sell Sagamore and 
when they insisted upon a figure I made it so 
high it was completely out of line. I knew 
that at the time and they apparently knew it 
also.” 

The mere fact that Campbell, Keelty, David 
F. Woods and their lawyers were seen in con- 
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ference with Vanderbilt at Aqueduct was 
enough to start rumors that Sagamore is on the 
verge of being sold and syndicated. 

Perhaps the commercialization of Sagamore 
would have been a great thing for Maryland 
racing. At least, the experts say so. I’m not 
sure, however. 

Sagamore Farm, with its present type of oper¬ 
ation, has done wonders to enhance Maryland 
Thoroughbred breeding. It’s the home of Native 
Dancer, who stands at stud there along with 
Globemaster. Also arrangements are being com¬ 
pleted to have Mongo enter the stallion barn 
next year. 


When asked for confirmation, on Mr. 
Boniface’s published report that Mongo 
will stand at Sagamore Farm next year, 
Harold H. Ferguson, the farm’s manager, 
said: 

'T read Bill Boniface’s story to the boss 
on the telephone this morning. He said he 
hasn’t talked to Mrs. Scott (Mongo’s owner) 
recently and hasn’t been advised of her 
decision. I’d like to think it was true and 
all nailed down, but, if it is, neither the 
boss or I knows about it.”

Back Again Purse 

The Maryland Fund Committee has set an 
$8,250 purse for the Back Again Purse which 
will be run Oaober 16 at Laurel. The six-fur¬ 
long race is restricted to Maryland-bred 2-year- 
olds which competed in the 1963 Maryland 
Horse Breeders Association’s yearling show. 

If at all feasible, the Back Again will be 
split into two divisions, one for fillies and the 
other for colts and geldings. If divided, the di¬ 
visions of the race will carry $6,600 purses. 

Sixty-two yearlings were shown in the 1963 
M.H.B.A. show. The Back Again will be han¬ 
dled as a stakes race in that there will be no 
also-eligible list—all entrants will be given the 
opportunity to start. 

Decision on splitting the race into two di¬ 
visions will not be made until the entries close 
the day prior to the running of the race. 

The 1963 show was judged by Humphrey S. 
Finney, president of the Fasig-Tipton Company 
and former field secretary of the M.H.B.A.

Thoroughbred Record’s Stamina Index 


The Thoroughbred Record recently complet¬ 
ed a stamina index rating and results of the 
survey covering a five-year period show that the 
now-deceased Maryland stallion * Hunters Moon 
IV is the national leader. 

Explanation of the stamina index as made 
by The Thoroughbred Record follows: 

’The index shows the average distance of 
races won by the get of stallions whose off¬ 
spring won 20 or more races during the five- 
year period from 1959 through 1963, inclusive 
“As was explained in previously published 
similar studies, the average winning distances 
listed should not be interpreted literally as 
the optimum performance range for the get of 
the stallions concerned, because the high pro¬ 
portion of sprints on the typical American rac¬ 
ing program tends to give averages of any sort 
a strong six-furlong effect'. 

’’Rather, these averages should be accepted 
as relative values only; a stallion whose get win 
at an average distance of seven furlongs, in 
general can be expected to be capable of siring 
winners at distances beyond a mile and one 
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eighth, and an average of eight furlongs or 
more can be regarded as an indication of ex¬ 
ceptional stamina. 

”Further interpolation is required to account 
for steeplechase winners, which tend to boost 
the average considerably, or a high proportion 
of 2-year-old winners, which tend to lower it. 
The area in which a stallion s get is most active 
also can provide a useful interpretative factor."

Edward Brennan, 
Monmouth's 
General 
Manager, 
Dies At 71

E dward J. Brennan, general manager of 
Monmouth Park since its opening in 1946, 
died last month in a New Jersey hospital. 

Mr. Brennan, 71, was hospitalized after suf¬ 
fering a cerebral hemorrhage. This was one day 
after he had finished guiding Monmouth Park 
to the most successful season in its history. 

A racing figure for more than 50 years, Mr. 
Brennan is survived by a son, Edward J. Bren¬ 
nan Jr. of Baltimore; a daughter, Mrs. Adam 
Grant of Toledo, Ohio; a brother, John Jay 
Brennan of Baltimore; a sister, Margaret Bren¬ 
nan of Baltimore, and five grandchildren. Mr. 
Brennan’s wife, the former Estelle Smith of 
Baltimore, died on November 9, 1952. 

A few years ago, Edward John Brennan was 
described as a "large body completely sur¬ 
rounded by friends.” So far as it went, that was 
a remarkably accurate description, but Mr. Bren¬ 
nan was considerably more. In his long career 
on the turf, which began as nearly as can be de¬ 
termined in 1913, he filled virtually every official 
post there is and occasionally held as many as 
three major jobs at once. 

Mr. Brennan’s father, John T., was track 
superintendent at Pimlico and occupied a cottage 
not far from the eighth pole when Eddie was 
a boy. 

Mr. Brennan’s father strongly opposed his 
making a career on the racetrack and saw to it 
that he graduated with honors from Loyola Col¬ 
lege in his native Baltimore, then found him a 
job with the Johns-Manville Co., which he held 
long enough to receive at least two promotions. 

However, Mr. Brennan also worked at Pimlico 
during school vacations somewhat more than 
three years before the United States entered 
World War I in April, 1917. 

He recalled that his first job was driving a 
soil cart for William P. Riggs at $1 a day, while 
at other times he carried water buckets to the 
stable area at the Old Hilltop track. Mr. Bren¬ 
nan’s salary reached a munificent $10 a week and 
froze at that point for three years prior to 1917. 

Following World War I, Mr. Brennan moved 
to the other side of the track and became sec¬ 
retary to Judge Frank J. Bryan, racing sec¬ 
retary at Pimlico. It was in 1925 that Mr. Bren¬ 
nan was first able to strike out on his own, 
obtaining the post of racing secretary at Cumber¬ 
land, the then comparatively new half-mile 
track in the mountains of western Maryland. 

In the next few years, Mr. Brennan also be¬ 
came racing secretary at most of the other Mary¬ 
land "halfers,” including Timonium, Hagers¬ 
town, Marlboro and Belair, while he also served 
in the same capacity or as steward at many hunt 
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Warden, Jones Appointed 

Harvey L. Wardell, formerly assistant to Mr. 
Brennan, was appointed general manager of Mon¬ 
mouth Park early this month. 

In a surprise development, H. A. (Jimmy) Jones 
was appointed director of racing at Monmouth. Jones, 
son of the late Ben A. Jones, resigned as the trainer 
of Calumet Farm to accept the Monmouth position. 
George Poole, formerly trainer for Alfred G. Vander¬ 
bilt and assistant trainer for Greentree Stable, has 
succeeded Jones as trainer for the Calumet Farm. 


meetings in Maryland, Virginia, Delaware and 
Pennsylvania. His experiences at these country 
tracks earned Mr. Brennan the name ’The Coun¬ 
try Slicker,” which was also the title of a mag¬ 
azine article devoted to his exploits. 

Not too many racegoers recall Thoroughbred 
racing in Pennsylvania, but Mr. Brennan served 
as racing secretary at summer and fall meetings 
of six days each in 1929 and 30 at Ebensburg, 
which were staged in connection with the Cam¬ 
bria County Fair and backed by steel magnate 
Charles M. Schwab. 

In 1936 , Mr. Brennan was appointed general 
manager at Agawam, which had a disastrous 
inaugural meeting the year before. The Spring- 
field, Mass., track immediately showed marked 
improvement and operated profitably in 1937 
and 38, but was voted out of existence in a 
referendum held in November, 1938. Earlier he 
had been the first general manager at Suffolk 
Downs, where he later served as racing secretary 
and steward. While continuing his activities in 
Maryland and neighboring states, Mr. Brennan 
became general manager of Wheeling Downs, 
which opened in 1937, and bought a large share 
of the track in 1941, but sold his interests in the 
West Virginia track a few years later. 

While working as racing secretary, steward 
or general manager at the small tracks, fairs and 
hunts meetings, Mr. Brennan was also an official 
at Pimlico, Bowie and Havre de Grace. He be¬ 
came assistant racing secretary at Pimlico in 
1938 and was also in charge of stabling. William 
duPont Jr. called Mr. Brennan to Delaware Park 
in 1939 to serve as steeplechase secretary, while 
in 1940 he succeeded John P. Turner Sr. as rac¬ 
ing secretary, a post he held for many years. 

In 1941 , Mr. Brennan was called upon by 
Sylvester Labrot, Tony Pelleteri and William 
Helis, who told him they were seriously con¬ 
sidering buying the New Orleans Fair Grounds 
from the Cattarinich-Eddy group. The old track 
was destined to become a housing subdivision 
unless someone bought it for racing. Labrot told 
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The late Ed Brennan talking with an old 
friend—Jockey Sam Palumbo. 


Mr. Brennan that they would only purchase the 
track if he would agree to step in as general 
manager, which he did. Mr. Brennan always took 
pride in the part he played in the revival of the 
sport at New Orleans. 

Since Monmouth’s inauguration, Mr. Brennan 
restricted his official activities to that track, but 
in recent years he became an internationalist, 
making many trips to Ireland, England, France 
and Italy and enjoying the racing wherever he 
went. He made a daily set of seleaions at Mon¬ 
mouth for his many friends, pointing them out 
gleefully every time they won. 

In the course of his long and eventful career, 
Mr. Brennan developed as many young officials 
as any man in racing, with the possible exception 
of Marshall Cassidy. 

In i 960 , Mr. Brennan was honored by two 
organizations. The Jockey Agents Benevolent 
Association named him "Man of the Year” at a 
dinner in Miami Beach and he was hailed as 
"Monmouth County’s Man of the Year” at a 
dinner in Long Branch, N. J., attended by 130 
persons representing area businesses and indus¬ 
try as well as racing. 

Though not a golfer, Mr. Brennan was a mem¬ 
ber of the Spring Lake Golf Qub, and, though 
he didn’t swim, he belonged to the Spring Lake 
Bath and Tennis Club. His chief hobbies were 
conversation and the distribution of souvenirs, 
which he bought by the gross, followed by fish¬ 
ing and drawing and painting, which he took up 
seriously in 1957. 

Mr. Brennan was a member of the United 
Hunts Racing Association, the Turf and Field 
Club, Governor’s Club of Baltimore, and the 
Navesink Country Club of Middletown, N. J.

Viral Respiratory Diseases of Horses'’^

Concepts of the cause and nature of viral 
respiratory diseases among horses have changed 
considerably during the last 12 years. Some 25 
years ago little was known about the viruses 
causing respiratory infection of horses. In fact, 
not a single virus had been isolated and charac¬ 
terized so that the virus or the infection it caused 
could be identified specifically. The paucity of 
information resulted from the demise of the 
draft horse with the attending shift of interest 
to other species, and to infancy of virologic sci¬ 
ence prior to 1930. 

Initially, the virologist was limited to the use 
of the native host and relatively few laboratory 
animals for studying viruses. This limitation was 
due to viruses pro|>agating only in living tissues 
and to specificity of most viruses for a single or 
only a few hosts. These methods permitted de¬ 
veloping valuable information and control pro¬ 
cedures for several viral diseases, but none for 
those affecting horses in the United States. 

An important development in the 1930-1940 
period was the finding that animal viruses could 
be propagated in the embryonating chicken egg. 
This procedure p>ermitted isolation and cultiva¬ 
tion of many viruses affecting man and other 
species. The developments included diagnostic 
tests and several effective vaccines. Horses in the 
United States, however, did not obtain advantage 
of any development during this period except 
the vaccine for encephalomyelitis. Eastern and 
Western types. 

Perhaps the most important technoligical ad¬ 
vance in virologic science was the development 
of tissue culture techniques during the late 
1940 s and early 1950 s. These techniques in¬ 
volve separation of living cells from animal tis¬ 
sues, after which the cells may be culmred in

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specially prepared nutrient fluids in glass or 
plastic containers. The primary cultures contain 
mixed cell populations, but many pure lines of 
cells have been developed. The present tissue 
culture techniques would have been possible 
without discovery of the antibiotics which are 
used to eliminate bacterial contamination. 
Either the mixed cell primary cultures or pure 
cell lines are useful for study of viruses. The 
viruses produce several effects on the cultured 
cells. These effects may be observed visually or 
detected by certain laboratory tests. Viruses 
propagated in tissue cultures have proven useful 
for many vaccines. The technique has provided 
an abundance of information on physical, chem¬ 
ical, biological, genetic and morphologic prop¬ 
erties of viruses. Removal of cells to an artificial 
environment deprives them of natural protec¬ 
tion mechanisms. As a result many unknown 
viruses have been isolated recently in tissue cul¬ 
tures. The number of known animal viruses has 
increased from dozens to hundreds. Many of the 
newly isolated viruses are called orphans because 
they are not known to cause deteaable disease. 
The respiratory and digestive systems of man and 
animals have yielded a prodigious number of 
new viruses. 

Some 25 years ago none of the common 
epizootic respiratory diseases of horses in the 
United States could be diagnosed specifically ex¬ 
cept strangles and Corynebaaeriosis, each a bac¬ 
terial disease. Viruses, however, were known to 
cause respiratory infection of horses. Since the 
signs, severity, and complications of respiratory 
infections varied, attempts were made to differ¬ 
entiate them clinically. We had, to mention a 
few, descriptions of influenza, infectious cough, 
laryngitis, tracheitis, pneumonia, race track 
cough, colds and bronchitis. While providing a 
degree of clinical and pathological validity, this 
approach did not provide needed information 
on the cause, spread, and control of the assorted 
clinical syndromes. 

In the past, it was common practice to regard 
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In this issue, The Maryland Horse continues in serial¬ 
ized form the reprinting of the lectures given at the Stud 
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most acute respiratory infections of horses as 
’’influenza,” without regard to specific cause. 
This practice is no longer acceptable because of 
specific identification of several different viruses. 
Some of these are so new that the disease they 
cause has not been characterized. Our present 
knowledge of viral respiratory diseases is quite 
deficient, except for rhinopneumonitis and ar¬ 
teritis. In addition, there is a true influenza of 
horses caused by a type A influenza virus. This 
virus was recovered from horses ill with a respir¬ 
atory disease in Czechoslovakia in 1956. The 
same or a quite closely related virus is present 
in the United States. 

Within the last year, Dr. C. Plummer of the 
Wellcome Research Laboratories in England 
has recovered three new viruses from horses. One 
appears to be an adenovirus which was recovered 
from a horse with respiratory catarrh. This isola¬ 
tion is so present that no study has been made 
of either the virus or the disease that it may 
cause. There are many adeno viruses affecting 
man and animals. 

Another of the new viruses has been identi¬ 
fied as a respiratory-enterovirus, from its pres¬ 
ence in both the respiratory and digestive tracts. 
The virus causes a febrile infection with upper 
respiratory catarrh, but the disease has not been 
studied and characterized experimentally. Spe¬ 
cific diagnosis of spontaneous cases has not been 
adequate for determining signs and effects under 
natural conditions. Prevalence and distribution 
of the disease are not known. We have not had 
opportunity to make tests for its presence in the 
United States. 

The third new virus isolated in England has 
been designated as an equine herpes virus. This 
virus seems to be similar to, but is immunolog- 
ically distinct from, the equine rhinopneu¬ 
monitis virus. Each of these two equine viruses 
has properties similar to the herpes virus, which 
causes fever blisters on the lip of man. The kind 
of disease produced by the equine herpes virus 
has not been determined because of the recency 
of its isolation. It was, however, recovered from 
a horse having a respiratoiy infection. Presently, 
it appears possible to identify six different 
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viruses that may cause respiratory disease of 
horses. These are the rhinopneumonitis virus, 
the arteritis virus, the A-equi-Prague-56 influen¬ 
za virus, the respiratory-entero virus, the equine 
herpes virus, and an adeno virus. It is quite 
probable that additional viruses will be found 
to cause respiratory disease of horses. Each of 
these viruses is immunologically distinct, mean¬ 
ing that infection by one will not immunize 
against any of the others. It is possible, therefore, 
for a horse to have at least six consecutive ill¬ 
nesses from respiratory infection caused by vi¬ 
ruses, if these viruses are present in the environ¬ 
ment. Also, an effective vaccine against one virus 
disease would not protect against any of the 
others. This means that horses may continue 
having the ''popularly diagnosed influenzas” 
after one or more effective vaccines are devel¬ 
oped and used. It is hoped that both horsemen 
and veterinarians may keep this fact in mind, 
and not cuss out vaccines or deplore research 
because respiratory disease occurs in horses that 
have received one or two immunizing treat¬ 
ments. Some vaccines that may be developed 
will, no doubt, need cussing out, but let s derive 
the incrimination from valid scientific investiga¬ 
tion instead of opinion. 

In addition to the direct effects of six different 
viruses, the effects of viral diseases often are 
compounded by secondary or complicating bac¬ 
terial infections. Also some bacteria may cause 
respiratory infeaion independently. Further in¬ 
sult is derived from working or shipping sick 
horses. There is an abundant opportunity for 
confusion and misunderstanding. All of this 
emphasizes need for patience on the part of 
veterinians and horsemen as the research worker 
pursues investigation of the equine respiratory 
diseases. 

It is not likely that effeaive vaccines for the 
newly identified virus diseases may be developed 
soon. This process ordinarily requires several 
years. The basic developmental phases require 
a minimum of one to three years with accom¬ 
panying tests in experimental subjects. After 
experimental trials are completed, prospeaive 
vaccines must be tested under praaical condi¬ 
tions on farms, at training areas, and at tracks. 
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These field tests usually consume another two or 
three years, after which the vaccine must be 
licensed and some manufacturer of veterinary 
biologies convinced to manufacture and dis¬ 
tribute it. The latter may prove to be quite dif¬ 
ficult because of the low sales potential of a 
biological product for horses. We have had dis¬ 
couraging experience in this effort. 

As many of you know, the Grayson Founda¬ 
tion has l^en actively supporting research on 
equine diseases for some 16 years. Their effort 
has been rewarding, in that the research which 
they supported has developed an abundance of 
information of theoretical and practical value 
as well as effective procedures for controlling 
some diseases of horses. The unknowns involved 
in viral abortion have been resolved and an ef¬ 
fective immunizing procedure developed. This 
effort took about IQ years of basic development 
and 3 years of practical testing. A bacterin that 
produces a serviceable immunity against stran¬ 
gles {Streptococcus equi infection) has been de¬ 
veloped and field tests completed. This develop¬ 
ment required a 7-year period. Each product is 
available to veterinarians under license issued to 
the Kentucky Agricultural Experiment Station. 

Research on parasites of horses has been con¬ 
ducted intensively at the Kentucky Station since 
1949 , at first supported indirectly and later 
directly by the Grayson Foundation. This pro¬ 
gram developed the low-level phenothiazine 
system and maintains a continuous surveillance 
and evaluation of new and old methods for con¬ 
trol of internal parasites. A niunber of valid 
procedures for controlling parasites were de¬ 
veloped and drug resistance verified. 

The equine arteritis virus was identified and 
the disease characterized. Laboratory tests for 
diagnosis have been developed. The virus has 
been modified in tissue culture systems so that 
it may provide a serviceable vaccine. Equally as 
important as this research and the products re¬ 
sulting from it is the fact that the efforts of the 
Grayson Foundation have developed a well 
equipped research facility and an experienced 
research staff that will go on serving horsemen 
for years with research on infectious disease, 
parasites and equine pathology. Certainly horse¬ 
men everywhere owe a debt of gratitude to the 
Grayson Foundation, and we hope will react 
charitably to their programs for raising funds. 

It seems desirable to make some general com¬ 
ments on immunity to respiratory diseases, 
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especially the mild ones that cause little or no 
general reaction. In these diseases the infectious 
process is confined to the mucous membranes 
of the respiratory tract. In some, it appears re- 
striaed to the upper respiratory tract—nasal 
passages, pharynx, larynx, and trachea. The virus 
does not invade the blood or other organs. The 
result is no fever or general malaise. There is 
only irritation and destruction of the mucous 
membranes. The virus does not actively stimulate 
the tissues that produce antibody, and relatively 
little or no antibody is produced. The surface 
epithelium is shed and replaced rapidly, and in 
a relatively short time a reinfection by the same 
virus may occur. The common colds of man are 
a good example of this kind of infection. Vac¬ 
cines prepared and used in accordance with prac¬ 
tices employed for the acute systematic infec¬ 
tions often do not give satisfactory protection 
against the mild respiratory diseases. A different 
approach, which may be classed as a planned in¬ 
fection program, may prove much more satisfac¬ 
tory for immunizing horses against respiratory 
viruses. 

The respiratory diseases of horses usually are 
not dangerous as regards life of the horse and 
seldom are harmful or costly, except under cer¬ 
tain circumstances. Certainly those viruses that 
cause abortion are harmful when pregnant mares 
are affected. Otherwise the respiratory viruses 
usually are harmful or costly only when horses 
in training or racing stables are infected. Ac¬ 
cordingly, it should be obvious that the time to 
obtain protection is before the horses enter 
training, or at the outside, before their period of 
competitive racing. This method currently ap¬ 
pears to be giving satisfactory protection against 
viral rhinopneumonitis. It seems likely that 
planned infection will prove to be the most 
efficient means of protecting against the A-equi 
influenza virus. Inoculation of young horses on 
farms, even with a relatively pathogenic virus 
would rarely cause more than a transient fever, 
a snotty nose, and a temporary cough. It is not 
necessary to elaborate on the troubles caused by 
respiratory infections in racing stables. 

The A-equi influenza virus is somewhat new 
in our research program. We have not isolated 
the virus in the United States. Some relatively 
comprehensive serological surveys, however, 
have shown that this virus or a very closely re¬ 
lated one affects horses in this country. The virus 
caused an acute respiratory disease among racing 
Standardbreds in New York in 1961. There are 
no signs which distinguish true equine influenza 
(caused by this virus) from several other respir¬ 
atory infections. Diagnosis may be made only by

isolation of the virus during early acute stages 
of the disease or by serological tests. Fortunately, 
a low cost, easily performed serological test may 
be used. It requires two samples of blood, one 
taken during the early febrile period and another 
three weeks later. If the disease in horses follows 
the pattern known for man, a permanent im¬ 
munity will not result from infection. Repeated 
vaccinations will be necessary to maintain re¬ 
sistance. 

The equine arteritis virus has a potential for 
causing serious epizooptics with costly mortality 
and abortion. We have encountered abortion 
rates of 50 to 70 per cent. While mortality in 
field outbreaks has been low, our laboratory 
strain of the virus has killed roughly 30 per cent 
of experimental subjects. Fortunately, the disease 
occurs very infrequently and outbreaks usually 
are confined to one premise. This has been our 
experience to date. It is hoped that the disease 
remains quiescent. It would be impossible to 
estimate the havoc that might result from a 
rapidly spreading epizootic, especially from 
abortion if it occurred in mid-winter. 

The arteritis virus had been studied exper¬ 
imentally for characterizing the disease and re¬ 
ducing its virulence. Passage of the virus through 
tissue culture systems has reduced virulence so

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that the only reaction produced in a horse is a 
rieeting fever. The virus, however, has retained 
ability to stimulate an immunity which persists 
for at least four months. Tests are under way for 
determining the duration of immunity. The 
modified live virus, unfortunately, has not lost 
ability to invade the fetus and cause abortion. 
It is evident that the tissue cultured virus could 
not be used for immunizing pregnant mares. It 
is doubted that additional modification would 
eliminate the abortion problem. Tests performed 
to date indicate that the tissue—cultured virus is 
not transmitted between horses. It would be pos¬ 
sible, therefore, to use the virus on all horses 
except pregnant mares. Killed virus vaccines will 
be studied, but we do not expect a solid or dura¬ 
ble immunity from them. 

Nearly all horsemen know that the rhinopneu- 
monitis virus may cause abortion. Usually, only 
a few mares abort, but serious outbreaks occur 
each year. A perspective of how the virus is 
transmitted and how it affeas horses is desirable 
before considering proteaion against it. The 
disease in horses has some characteristics of the 
common “colds” of man. In faa, this disease in 
young horses on farms has benn called “colds” 
for years. It spreads principally by airborne 
secretions from the respiratory tract, but may also 
be spread by contaminated feed, water, and other 
items used in a stable. 

An infeaion by the rhinopneumonitis virus 
does not result in a permanent immunity. Horses 
may be reinfected by experimental inoculation 
or natural exposure. These reinfections may oc¬ 
cur at intervals of 3 to 6 months or longer 
throughout the life of the horse. After the first 
experience with the virus, the reinfections 
usually occur without signs that are detectable 
by cursory examination. A residual resistance 
from previous infection prevents signs from de¬ 
veloping as they do in a fully susceptible horse. 
The residual resistance is responsible for the 
absence of signs among broodmares that become 
infeaed and abort. Escaping the disease early 
in life would be a rare event in practices em¬ 
ployed for Thoroughbreds and Standardbreds. 

As studies on the disease progressed, it was 
found that there was an epizootic in young 
horses in central Kentucky each year. The disease 
was most prevalent from October through De- 
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cember, but on some farms it appeared late in 
the winter or early in the spring. The weanlings 
had typical signs of respiratory infection. Tests 
for antibody response showed that mares became 
infected when the disease was present in the 
young horses, but mares showed no signs. Abor¬ 
tion occurred 1 to 4 months after the outbreak 
in young horses on the farm. 

It was observed that most of the farms having 
outbreaks in young horses had no abortions. 
Most farms that had abortions had only a small 
number, 62 per cent having 1 abortion, 14 per 
cent having 2, and 8 per cent having 3. It became 
evident that the annual epizootic in young horses 
was providing a source of virus for annual rein¬ 
fection of broodmares. Also, it became evident 
that the annual reinfection of broodmares was 
maintaining a resistance that prevented abortion. 
Farms that had annual epizootics in the young 
horses seldom had abortions from fetal rhino¬ 
pneumonitis, or had only 1 to 3 abortions. A 
study of farms that had serious outbreaks of 
abortion revealed that these had escaped having 
respiratory disease in their young horses for 
periods of 2 to 4 years or longer, or that young 
horses were isolated from the mares after wean¬ 
ing. With the isolation of young horses, virus 
did not spread to the mares on the farms. It was 
evident, therefore, that escaping frequent rein¬ 
fection had allowed resistance to wane, so that a 
serious outbreak of abortion was possible. 

Other studies revealed that abortion from fetal 
rhinopneumonitis was principally a disease of 
late pregnancy; 86 per cent of abortions oc¬ 
curred from the ninth month to full term. Abor¬ 
tions also occurred seasonally, with 94 per cent 
of outbreaks beginning in the months De¬ 
cember through April and 87 per cent of abor¬ 
tions occurring from January through April. 
Incubation periods for abortion were found to 
range 1 to 4 months after infection of the mare. 
It became evident that nearly all abortions re¬ 
sulted from infection acquired at the time that 
the disease was present in young horses on the 
farm. Only a few abortions resulted from se¬ 
quential infection of mares after the first one had 
aborted. 

Several factors appear to be operating in the 
seasonal pattern of abortions. The natural be¬ 
havior of the disease suggested that infection 
and abortion of the fetus were not likely to 
occur early in gestation. This was supported 
experimentally by inoculating mares early in 
gestation. Also, the epizootiologic pattern in 
young horses, the long incubation period for 
abortion, and the seasonal breeding of mares 
combine into a situation favoring abortion by 
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mares late in gestation. 

The preceeding findings established the prob¬ 
lem and suggested approaches for controlling 
the disease. First, killed-virus vaccines were 
tested exhaustively. They did not have evident 
effect on the incidence of abortion and provided 
no detectable protection against respiratory in¬ 
fection of young horses. It was evident that a 
satisfactory control procedure must establish 
resistance in both young horses and broodmares. 
A satisfactory resistance in young horses is of 
cardinal importance, since the annual epizootic 
in young stock is the principal source of virus 
that infects pregnant mares and causes abortion. 
Also, rhinopneiunonitis is an important cause 
of disability of young horses in training and 


The eventual choice was use of a live rhino- 
pneumonitis virus. The nature of the disease 
precluded the possibility of a vaccine that would 
provide either permanent or a teinporary solid 
immunity. Studies on immunologic charact^- 
istics showed that as the virus was attenuat , 
it lost ability to immunize. Also, it w^ found 
that the virus could be transported by some 
unidentified means to the fetus of some nwes, 
which by the usual criteria should have Ixen 
immune. The degree of attenuation or modifica- 
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tion of the virus appeared to have no consistent 
influence on the possibility of this infrequent 
but undesirable event. The remaining recourse 
was a procedure that would maintain resistance 
adequate for suppressing the over-all incidence 
of abortion, prevent explosive outbreaks of 
abortion on individual farms, establish a serv¬ 
iceable resistance to respiratory infection of 
young horses, and be acceptably safe for prac¬ 
tical use. 

A planned infection program was eventually 
developed. This procedure requires inocula¬ 
tion of all horses on a farm twice each year. It 
employs a virus that is slightly modified by 
propagation in hamsters. The virus retains a 
potential for causing abortion. Also it produces 
a mild respiratory infection. In some young 
horses this infection may be accompanied by 
fever of 1° to 4® F. that may persist 1 to 4 
days. Under some circumstances young horses 
may develop a muncopurulent rhinitis. To date, 
no young horse has had a serious reaction. 

The virus is administered only by intranasal 
inoculation. It establishes an infeaion of the 
respiratory mucosa, which is followed by a re¬ 
sistant state. The inoculations are given twice 
annually, once in July and again in October. 
The program should be continued without in¬ 
terruption. 

The planned infection program has been 
tested under practical conditions for 4 years. 
During this period there were 21,425 inocula¬ 
tions for broodmares, 7,316 for sucklings, 5,- 
736 for weanlings, 2,241 for miscellaneous 
horses on farms, and 2,855 for horse in train¬ 
ing. 

The field testing program included 65 farms 
with 6,680 mares having confirmed pregnancies 
at the time of their second inoculation in Oc¬ 
tober. Of these 6,680 mares, 59 (0.88 per cent) 
aborted from fetal rhinopneumonitis. The abor¬ 
tion incidence attributable to the hamster- 
adapted vitus was 0.3 per cent. 

During the same period, 47 non-participating 
farms had abortions due to fetal rhinopneu¬ 
monitis. These farms had a total of 789 preg¬ 
nant mares, of which 109 (13.4 per cent) 
aboned. 

The experimental and practical findings in¬ 
dicate that: 

1. The planned infection program effectively 


suppresses the over-all incidence of abortion in 
an enzootic area. 

2. A resistance is maintained that prevents 
explosive outbreaks of abortion on individual 
farms. 

3. The abortion incidence of 0.3 per cent 
from the hamster-adapted vims substantiates 
relative safety for use in an enzootic area. 

4. One cannot expect a permanent or solid 
immunity against either abortion or respiratory 
infection caused by the rhinopneumoniis vims. 

5. Abortion by mares in a planned infection 
program may result from either the hamster- 
adapted or native viruses. 

6. The incidence of abortion would be un¬ 
predictable if the hamster-adapted virus were 
given to fully susceptible mares late in gestation. 

7. The planned infection program must be 
initiated only in July and must be continued 
without interruption to obtain benefit from it. 

8. The hamster-adapted virus is inconsistently 
transmissible between horses, and horses should 
not be moved to or away from premises for 3 
weeks after its use. 

9. All horses on a farm must be inoculated 
to obtain maximal protection. Contact trans¬ 
mission cannot be depended on for protecting 
horses that are not inoculated. 

10. A planned infection program should be 
initiated with caution on isolated farms with 
no history of rhinopneumonitis. 

11. Three inoculations of young horses on 
farms and another inoculation when they enter 
training enable them to go through training 
and racing without disabling infection by the 
rhinopneumonitis virus. 

12. Horses inoculated when in training in 
January, February, or March should not be in 
contact with pregnant mares and should not be 
moved to premises having pregnant mares until 
3 weeks after inoculation. 

13. Failure to inoculate all young horses on 
a farm leaves an unprotected group that may 
disseminate "wild” virus to pregnant mares and 
result in abortion.

$31,700 Is Distributed At Marlboro 


The Marlboro track’s remarkably successful 
18-day meeting last month produced $26,308.74 
in Maryland Fund revenue. 

Average daily mutuel handle was $429,881 as 
compared to $269,049 at the 1963 meeting. 
Total handle for the 18 days was $7,737,865 
against $4,842,887 during the 18 days last 
year.

The second division went to J. V. Thompson’s 
Queen Tree, bred by the owner. Both horses 
earned $3,150 in purse money.
